Shipments: 


After being tested, the jet fighters were packed in boxes, one type 
about 20x9x9 feet serving for the fuselage and wings; another one, 
9x7x5 fect,serving for the elevator assembly and other undetermined 
small parts. Every three or four days a train with 50 to 60 cars left 
the plant, heading east. One Plane was loaded on each car. The boxes 
had no markings (see Annex 1, sketeh 1b), 


Acceptance Controls: 


As far as observed, a conmissar was assigned to each production section, 
supervising the foremen in their acceptance tests. 


Power Supply: 


The plant had a power station with four generators. The delivery of 
outside power was not noted. 


Observations at the Airfield: 


According to Soviets, the factory field was also used as a commercial 
field, elt DC~3 was being used as a commercial 
plane. Ten In-lIne-enpine Planes with double-rudder assembly were 


parked on the western side of the field, but were geldom flown. From 
30 to 50 ILe2s were parked at the field. :
